THE LATE ARCHBISHOP LYACH. 

He Died Not Worth Fifty C'pnts-'lho Body 
Will Lie in 9tate Until Wednesday— High 
IfaBi to be Sune: by Cardinal Tataliereau— 
The Fnnsral Sermon Preaelied by the 
Bishop of Buffalo. 

(Special to Tjie Colonist.) 
Toronto, May 13.— Universal rejjret at 
the doatli of Archbishop Lynch, waa ovi- 
tluncod to-day in many Protestant 
churclioa. Touching and uloquont trib- 
utes woro niado to tlie life of tlio dead 
prelate. In tho Roinaii Catholic ohurchos 
no references of niouiont wero inadu. 
Telugrams nro pouring in from all parts of 
tlio continent, oa tho loss which tho 
Canadian Catholic ohuroh' has Bastemed.. 
Among the messages' re"ceived are those 
from Cardinal Taschorenu, tho ArclibiBlioi> 
of St. Boniface, the Minister of Justice, 
and many others. Arclibishop Lynch dietl 
not worth a 50 cont piocu in cash or per- 
sonal property, though as tnistoo of tho 
corporation of his church, he held millions 
in ni« keeping. It was said tt>-day by 
personal friends that during his lifo ho 
never owned two coats at one time, and 
that tho sooular garmenta in which the 
body 'wos drossod wore the only ones his 
slender wardrobo bad long boHsted. Tho 
body will bo takon withuub [umip or os- 
tentation to St. Michael'B Catbodral at 8 
p.m. Monday whore it will liiy in stato 
till 10:30 Wednesday, when survioes will 
bo held, at which Cardinal Tascliereau 
will sing pontificial high mass, and Bishop 
Ryan, of Buffalo, will preach the funeral 
sormon.

BISHOP-ELEOT LEMMENS. 

Tii(> \cwly AppoKifed Ordinary of tho See of 
Vuiicoiivcr Island and Alaska— Method 
of Sclectlnsr a Now Blshoi), 

The aiinotmcemoiit made in our Sunday 
issue that Rev. Father Lemmons, of Clay- 
I'lptot Sound mission, hud been appointed 
Bishop of Vancouver Island, was the first 
intimation the Oatholio clergy of this city' 
1 eceivod of the fact, although later in the 
d;vy Father Lommena received a letter 
from Bishop Biotidel, of Helena, congrat- 
ulating him upon his appointment to the 
episeop;ioy. It seems Bishop Brondel 
learned tlio fact some weeks ago, although 
for some unexplained reason the news waa 
not received in this city until last Satur- 
day night. Tho announcement fully con- 
linns what was expected by tho clergy, 
r.iid is believed to be quito authentic. 'The 
news was hailed with pleasure, Father 
Lemnioiia being the unanimous choice of 
t he priosta of this diocese aa their new 
" ishop, and it is well known that the rev. 
gBiitleman was always looked upon by 

\rclibishop Soghers as his successor. In 
fact, tho late archbishop mentioned bis de- 
sire to the priests on more than one occa- 
sion. Taking this in connectioti with 
other circuniatances, therefore, there is 
little room for doubt that Father Lem- 
mons will he tho next Roman Catholic 
bishop of this diocese, although the news 
will not bo ofiicially contirmod until the 
papal bull is received from Rome. J ohn 
Nicholas Lenunens willbe the fifth bishop 
of tho See of Vancouver Island and 
Alaska, his predocessoi's bein)^ Bishop 
Deiiiora, Bishop Scghors, Biahop Brondel, 
and Archbishop Seghora, re-appointed up- 
on tho removal of Bishop Brondel to the 
See of Helena. The bishop-elect is con- 
sidered to be eminently qualified in every 
respect to siloceed to the vacant bishopric. 
He is a learned theologian, a sound 
scholar, an accomplished musician, a good 
administrator, and is thoroughly acquaint- 
ed with Indian mission work, the chief 
sciitial required by tho bishop of this 
diocese. Being only 38 years of age, he 
ia in the prime of lifo and has, under 
Providence, a long period of usefulness 
before him. it is not yet definitely known 
whether the rov. gentleman will accept 
tho dignity offered him, but since he must 
have some valid reason for declining the 
honor, and as wo believe his fellow priests 
will do their utmost to induce him to ac- 
cept, we do not see how he can very well 
refuse the proffered honor, especially as it 
Wf^iuld be a ditiicult tusk to find another 
j;entleman so well suited for the position. 
The manner of seleoting-the candidate for 
the episcopate is as follows: Wlien it be- 
comes necessary to choose a successor to a 
deceased bishop, the selection is 
iu,-ide by the bisho]) of the ecoloaias- 
tical province to which tho deceased prc- 
iiitu belonged. Tliero are generally three 
uaiuus selected and marked as dujnissiimts, 
most worthy; dignior, more worthy, dig- 
/!)/,;, worth}'. Those nominations are for- 
.vardcd to Rome and laid before tho Pope, 
and after eiKpiiry into the fitness of the 
caiid. dates, tiic .Soverei^'ii Pontiii' selects 
one of tlio tlii'oo, ami if found to bo poa- 
ii'ssed of the iiocesaaiy qualilications, ap- 
iioiiUs him bishop of the vacant See. The 
ipprjintinonts to iho episcopate are from 
.line to time proclaimed, or, as it is called, 
procoiiizcd, at Rome by the Pope in con- 
iis'.ory. An olliciiJ letter, called a bull, 
from tho round seal attached to it, is sent 
to tho bishop elect, and ho is then con- 
secrated. Tho ceremonies attending this 

\'out are of a most imposing character, 
a loast three bishops being ro- 

luircd by the canons of the 
Koiii.in Catholic church to invest the 
l):shti|i-clcct with tho purple and elevate 
him to tho dignity of the ojiiscopacy. Tho 
.See of Vancouver Island and Alaska be- 
longs to tho ecclesiastical province of Ore 
gon, the metropolitan, or head, of which 
is Archbishop Gross; tho Sees of Helena, 
Montana; Nesqnally, W. T., and Idaho, 
being also under this jurisdiction. In 
October, 1887, when tho bishops of the 
I)roviiii;u of Oregon assembled at Portland 
to |r.ii'ticipute ill tlio ceremony ol coii- 
fcri'iiig tlio ixdlinm upon Arohbiahop 
(iroas, the occiLsion was taken advantage 
of to hold a synod or provincial council, 
there being present Archbishop Gross 
of Oregon City, Bishop Junger of Nes- 
qually. Bishop Brondel of Helena, Biahop 
Glorioux of Idaho, and Very Rev. Father 
Jonckau, Vicar-Ooneral of Vancouver 
Island. Among other business transact- 
ed at this council was that of 
selecting a successor to tho lamented 
ArchbisIio|j Sughors, whoso death left tho 
Soo of Vancouver Island vacant. Tho 
namon of three oandidatea ' vejro''He1ectfld 
by the assembled bishops, and amongst 
the three, and marked airjnijiiiiinm, most 
worthy, was that of John Nicholas Lom- 
meiiB. When tho announcement ap- 
peared in Sunday's Coloniht, therefore, 
that the Rev. Father Leminens had been 
appointed Bishop of Vancouver Island 
the news did not occasion 'nnuoh surprise 
to the Catholic clergy of this city, who 
fully expected that Father Loinmons 
would be the one to receive the appoint- 
ment. Until the Papal bull arrives from 
Rorno niid conlirma what has already boon 
announced by telegraph, nothing definite 
will be known as to when tho consecra- 
tion of the new bishop will take place, a 
certain period being required in order to 
afford time to the oiahops of the Other 
Sees to be present. 



LoNUON, May 13. — Tho House of Lords 
was crowded with peers, cotnmonera and 
visitors this evening to hoar General 
Wolsoloy's reply to the attack made on 
him by Lord.-Salisbitryi' ' Gladstone, Sir 
Randolph Churchill and Stanhope, socro- 
t.iry of war, wero attentive listonora. 
When L(jrd Salisbury made his appear- 
ance in his seat. Lord Wolsoley rose to 
luako p personal explanation in regard to -■ 
tho premier's charge that ho ( Wolseley)!. . 
had attacked the gqvurnnient. He . 'was' 
unable to see how aniy unprejudiced per- 
son could conatriie his rbiharks iiito an 
assault on tho government. Ho could not 
honestly assail the govuriiiuciU for ho was 
aivaro that Staiilio[)o was endeavoring to 
render tho army olliciont. Still ho felt 
th.it a groat deal moro iiiighl 
bo done in th.-it direction than 
had yet been aecoiiiplialied. lie admitted 
that the proaout government hud done 
much to strengthen tho defences, but ho 
would stand by his banquet speech to 
which the premier had taken exception. 
Further, he saw that as long as the navy 
remained as weak as it ia now, tho army 
could not hold its own, dispersed as it is 
over tho world. If a hundred thousand 
men, properly handled, should land on 
any part of tho English coast, there is no 
reason why they might not take posses'siou. 
of the country. He Avaa fully aware of the 
responsibility ho incurred in making this 
statement, yet he felt compelled to make 
it after reading Lord Salisbury's speech 
of Saturday. He had felt tempted to re- 
sign immediately, but he, now placed him- 
self in the hands of the premier. He had 
no iiitention'to «»at a slur' upoti the .gor- - 
ernriieht and had' hoiiestly endeavored to 
serve his country (cheers). 

Lord Salisbury said that, while 
holding his strictures upon_ Lord 
VVolaoley'a statements as having been 
entirely unwarranted, accepted his 
disavowal of intention to assail the 
government. He paid a high tribute to 
General Wolseley's niilibiry skill, and 
would regret his resignation aa a great 
blow to tho militfiry administration. 

The Duko of Cambridge aaid that al- 
though occasionally Wolseley and hiinsolf 
disagreed, thoy did not quarrel. The dis- 
cussion of these mattora in open house 
between the Commander-in-Ohief and the * 
Adjutant-General wOuld;' h'e thoughtj be - 
highly detrimental. 

AN OI'INION. 

General Wolseley to-day spoke for 
three-quarters of an hour from the cross , 
benches in the non-political portion of the 
house. His enunciation was clear and 
impassioned, and his sentences wore 
framed from voluminous notes which ho 
held in his hands. Onco ho referred 
to Lord Salisbury by name instead 
of alluding to liiui as " tho noble 
Marquis," and immediately arose numer- 
ous and suppressed calls of "order" from 
all parts of the chamber, but otherwise 
the Bjieaker met with very little interrup- 
tion. The galleries were crowded with 
ladios, among whom was the Marchioness 
of Salisbury, and the spectator paid no 
less strict attention to tho speeches than 
did the noble lords on the benches. The 
general opinion is that General Wolseley 
scored a complete triumph over the pre- 
mier, particularly in the fact that Lord 
Salisbury's reply commits the government, 
to the institution of reforms demanded in, 
spite of the previous denial that ni} - 
necessity for them existed. " * •

We nro very much pleasud indeed iit 
the outcome of the libel suit instituted by 
lion, Robert Duusmuir against the pro- 
prietors of the Ymcoay&cNem'Advertmi . 
That journal lyw' made, the a»tteniie lioiwr- 
aU» in Buoh a manner as to reflect 'credit 
on its proprietors and prove highly satis- 
factory to the journalistic fraternity gen- 
erally. It is tru9 the paper in question 
committed a very grave ofl'ence, not so 
nuich ill republishing the article from the 
I'ovtlaiul Nc}rs, as in persisting day after 
day in making editorial roferonoea to" Hon. 
Mr. Uuiisnuiir iu a vein whicli was highly 
objootionable, not to lay scurrilously abu- 
sive. As we pointed out to our esteemed 
contemporary at the time^ and i» ho has 
doubtless discovered sincej such couduet 
was hardly likely to mollify the gentleman 
libelled or to assist the libeller when the 
case came before the court. We have 
every reason to believe that had Mr. 
Dunsnmir been attacked in his private 
capacity ho would have treated the cal- 
umny with the contempt which his honor- 
able character in this community would 
(juito permit of, but in his public capacity 
as President of the Council it was impos- 
sible that he. could-: ^lo,w it, go unchal- 
lenged to the world that he .was a traitor 
to the- Queen ' atid an unworthy 
Minister of the' Crown. We lia\e 
knowledge that Mr. Duusmuir instituted 
the action most reluctantly and wa have 
every reason to believe that, but for the 
continuous abuse of him, the matter 
could have been settled long ere this. 
Under the circumstances the only course 
to pursue was the one ho followed; name- 
ly — to take tiie case into the Courts. In 
seeing his mistake, even at the eleventh 
hoar, and in making:.;amplo apology to 
Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir o«r contemporary 
deserves well of' the profession, each mem- 
ber of which' ought to take a prido fn up- 
holding the liberties and in defending the 
rights of the press. In another column 
the apology to Mr. Duusmuir will be 
found, and with its reproduction the 
traitorous charges allegod again.st him are 
at an end. Nobody ever believed them, 
but they wore so made to do service by 
certain politicians as to necessitate the 
action which has just come to so satisfac- 
tory an ending.

victed him for it without the intervention 
of law or a jury, lined him $200 and sent 
him to jail fur two months. 

As already stated, Mr; Hawke has boon 
some weeks in jail, and from present in- 
dications is likely to spend the balanco of 
his toriii there, unless the press through- 
out the Dominion, which has actively 
taken his case up, brings such moral pres- 
sure to bear upon the govornmont as will 
secure the remission of hia sentence. No 
great personal sympathy is expressed for 
Hawke, who has always faeeh bharaoterizod 
as a violent partisan. But the point 
where the shoe pinches is that the judges 
whom the prisoner oflbiuled called hiiu 
befoire them and passed judgment 
upon him, thus constituting them- 
selves the j iry as well as tlio judges. 
It is an axiii. ; that tho jury Bvstom is a 
bulwark of British liberty, and no man 
accused of a crime has tho right to be de- 
nied a trial by twelve of his peers. Sup- 
pose a man accused of murder, would it 
be fair play or justice to him to appoint a 
jury composed of the murdered man's 
brothers ? Or bettor still, suppose a man 
guilty of a grave assault, would the proper 
man to try him bo the person whom ho 
assaulted ? Wo think nut. Wo have a 
faint suspicion that prejudice and hatred 
would enter into tliu sciilo and efl'oct tlio 
judgment, and yot tliis is exactly tlio posi- 
tion in which tho mcMibors of the supreme 
court of Now Brunswick tind theuiselves. 
Tlie bench is olFended and its meiuber.s, 
in star-chamber-fashion, summon the of- 
fender before them and without giving 
him the consideration accorded to the 
poorest criminal, pronounce judgment 
and hustle him off to jail.

oven if ihoy do not agree, with his move- 
ment; especially so iu case of such as are 
maintained by funds from miHsionary 
societies, to obtain which they do aonio- 
timos make desperate effi>rls, as can bo 
seen by their published missionary re- 
ports. This may bo all right, but con- 
sistency is a jewel, and those 
who "live in glass houses should 
not throw stones too freely, and 
it certainly does uot seem- good ta.sto to 
mix up such attacks in the same para- 
graph with a notice that the Bishop of 
Calodonia is going home to England for a 
year, as apart from all distinction and 
diversity of opinion British Columbiana 
are proverbial for their hearty exprossioiis 
of "Boa voyage and safe return" to those 
who embark from our shores,— never 
mingling their good wishes with party 
spleen. But perhaps the matters got 
mixed up in some hasty confusion, at 
least it is charitoblo to aupjiose so.

MR. HAWKE INJAIL. 

It is now. some four wooks since Mr. 
John T. Hawke^ editor and proprietor of 
the M^noton Transcript, was sent to jail 
ill pursuance of tho sentence of the Su- 
preme Oourt of New Brunswick for al- 
leged contempt of court. Before making 
any commoiits upon the matter it might 
bo woll to give a brief history of thu case : 

After the general election last year, the 
Liberalsi of . Westmordlaudv "N. B., pro- 
tostod tho election of Mr. Wood, Conser- 
vative. The trial of tho protest was lixud 
for October. In that month the Liberal 
(;i)\inHul h^arni^d tluit ,)udgo Fraser jiro- 
posed to make tho date later. Thu coun- 
sel objected, expressing a fear that the 
protest would thus become liable to the 
six months' hoist. Judge Fraser gave liiH 
opinion that it would not, and fixed the 
date as November 8. Tiieu the Conser- 
vatives raised tho six months' objection, 
and tho Suprome Court, includhig Judge 
Fraser himself, sustained tho objection 
and disniissed tho Liberal protest. Mr. 
ilawku, in his paper, tho Moncton 2V(ni- 
Hoript, made a faerco attack on Judge Fra- 
ser after the case was ended. Ho called 
him a Pooh-bah, and hinted that ho was 
a drunkard, even on the bench. Weeks 
after this Mr. Hawko was aocusod of con- 
tempt of court, by tho Supreme Court of 
New Brunswick, of which J udge Frawor 
is a member. He was arrested and in- 
formed tbat^ his orima was aoonsing Judge

SUPKBHE COURT. 

IBofore Sir M. B. Begble, C. J.] 

Monday, May 14, 1888. 
Dansnmir vs. Cotton & (iordon. This 
was an acticm for libel brought aguinut the 
defendants as proprietors of tho Vancou- 
ver Ne.ws- Advertiser for publication in 
tliat paper of presumed utterances of the 
jjlaintifl' during un interview with a re- 
porter of a Portland newspaper. Mr. 
I'ooley, Q.C., and Hon. T. Davie, Q.C, 
for the plaintiff; Mr. M. VV. T. Drake, 
Q.Cand Mr. Bole, Q.0„ forUie defend- 
ants. 

Upon the caso being culled, Mr. Bole 
rose and informed hin lordship that it was 
proposed, subject to hia lordship's ap- 
|)roval, to enter a verdict for the plaiutitT 
for $5 and costs, and, on behalf oi his 
clients, he wished to read an apology, as 
follows: 

"Mr. CotUm published the article 

complained of, believing in tha truth of 
the Btatement contained in tho Portland 
Netcs, and considering the matter as one 
of public interest. As soon as it was con- 
tradicted Mr. Cotton published the con- 
tradiction, and now he is satisfied with 
the untruth of the statement aa originally 
published and of the injustice of the 
Neir^-Advei liaer's connuenls thoroon. Ue 
begs to oipresa his regret to Mr. Duiis- 
inuir and unquali'jedly withdraws any 
imputation cast on that gentleman by the 
article siioil on or any subsequent articlui. " 

His Lordship here asked if this ex- 
planation and withdrawal had been 
submitted to tlie other side, to which Mr. 
Bole replied in the affirmative, and that 
the couino ho propoae<l to take was with 
tho consent of all i)artie». The action, ho 
said, had arisen out of a certain article 
pubhsliodjn a i)apcrcalled the daily iV^c ic.t- 
Adi-eriiser, and the gist of tho action 
turned upon a single comment made in a 
certain report in the Portland News. Ho 
wished to explain to his lordship that tha 
defendant (Mr. Cottcui) had found the 
ststemeut contained in that newspaper to 
be untrue. Of course it was not neces- 
sary to di.icuss what course his client 
migiit hare taken had tho st.atement been 
true, for upon enquiry it turned out to bo 
untrue, that in publishing tho report he 
haddona so unwittingly, and that it was an 
untrue and inaccurate description of a 
certain interview that had takon place 
between Mr. Duiasniuir and a rojirosoiita-' 
tive of the pajjor. However, Mr. Cotton 
felt that having made the mistake ho owed 
it to Mr. Dunsmuir as a gentleman— and 
to himsplf as a gentleman — to apolui.'izo 
instead of coming forward Hnd fighting it 
out with a jury (fcjr they all knew 
that there wore chances with a 
jury for either side). lie (Mr. Bolo) 
might inuntiun that until to-day Mr. 
Cotton had never seen Mr. Dunsmuir, 
and was simply actuated at the time by 
what he believed to be a public duty; ho 
had, however, made a mistake and bogged 
to be permitted to adopt a eo'jrBO which 
ho (Mr. Buhl) tlumght hia lordship would 
coinniond, nainoly, to make the fullest 
aimind in his po.wer by apologizing, and 
thereby vindicating Mr, Dunsniuir's 
character in tho most complete and satis- 
factoiy manner. Mr. Cotton, by this, 
Binqjly following the course of conduct 
due from himself as a gentloman to Mr. 
Dunsmuir as another gontleman. 

Mr. Pooley, <.j. 0., then informed his 
lordship that the apology, as just read, 
having been tendered to the plaintiff, had 
been aooepted by the him. Mr. Duns- 
muir, as his lordship was aware, and 
as everyone in the province was 
aware, had for some time past 
occupied a prominent position as member 
of the executive council. In that position 
ho could not allow the coiiiinents made in 
tho presumed interview to pass unnoticed, 
but had brought thia action, not prompted 
by the annoyanco caused to hiniBelf, but 
to his family, who had suffered in conso- 
(juence. Mr. Dunsmuir having gained 
his object, namely, a complete vindication 
of Ilia character in respect to those publi- 
cations, would now, with hiB lordship's 
ooiisent, accept a verdict of 85 and 
cost of the action. 

C. J. — Did I catch the word "de- 
plore" in the apology ? 

Mr. Bole — You did not, your lordship, 
because it ia not there, but we ahsH be 



very glad to insert it. Mr. Cotton deeply 
regrets, which is about the same thing. 

0. J.— I think ili;(wduld have been more 
satisfoctory if the lector which was sent to 
tho dotond.iiit fiMin tho other side, and 
which 1 ob.^fi-vc lie di'.l not publish, had 
been piib!i«iiud. Ic would have been well 
if h:ul duun so, and have tendored this 
ap '^y niucb oiulier; and 1 think that 
tho apology might have boon nioro largely 
worded. What 1 look at is thia— the de- 
plorable state of things in this colony 
with regard to newspapers. 1 don't know 
whfthor yon have road "Letters on De- 
mocracy in the United States." It was 
written nuiro than fifty years ago — long 
before British Columbia was thought of — 
buli pnsBibly the description ho gives 
tlioro of the state of journalism is not in- 
applicable to every country. He points 
out that inaainuoh as this journalism af- 
fords considorohle opportunity for those 
engaged in it to make themselves notico- 
ablo, it is sought after by men of .-nnbitious 
tone of mind, but inasniuch as newspap- 
ers exist in very great luimbBrs it is im- 
poHiiblo oftiin in the interests of those 
journals thumsolvos to obtain men of in- 
telligence, capacity and education to con- 
diiot thom. Therefore, inasmuch as there 
is a great mnnbor of th6m, and they pay 
very little*, men of intoUigonco and capital 
'usually turn tlieir attention to other 
courses of life and occu|Wttioiis which en- 
able them to gut a better return; and thus 
it seeniB thai joumals ami iicw.-;papurg are 
gonorally comlucted by persons of scanty 
education and a vulgar turn of mind. I 
cannot quote from the original, which 1 
have never seen, but 1 quote from tho 
translation, from memory, and I think 
lU'arly in the exact words, which made a 
coiisiderablo impression upon my mind. 
Til.;. name sort of thing is s,-\tirii;ed by Dick- 
ons iu his i'elelir;itcil relaticm of iMr. Pottj 
and the Eataii.s>vill ladvpfitdi'iit and tho 
E^ataiiswill (iii:c/fe, and i cannot help 
thinkuig that these publications indulge 
in unnecessary vituperation. They drag 
out from any dictionary words the 
longest and iiiost abusive they . can 
li'ul, anxious to throw and pelt 
perfect oiud. This cannot hare a healthy, 
but must exercisH a very deleterious in- 
tlucnco on society at large. The inlluriica 
; on society at large must bo very great, be- 
j cause, iinf(u-tiniatoly, the great mass of 
I re.'iders reatl iiewspaper.H more freijUontly 
than anything else and acitept everything 
they see in the newspaijcrs. 1 will tell 
you, Mr. Hole, a story that occurred to 
myself and one of the odicers of this 
court. One day I observed in the morn- 
ing paper that the mail steamer had ar- 
rived — it was soiiio liiiu! ago — but with no 
e.'istorii or European mail. So 1 came to 
chambers and very shortly after iny 
arrival, a man whom 1 think may be called 
on a par with the intelligence of tlu' gen- 
eral population here — 1 allude to Evans 
the iinher of this Court, very well-known 
to you .■ind all of us— came to my chambers 
bearing in his arms a mass of newspapers 
and letters. 1 said, speaking more to my- 
self than to him: ''Oh! theiu was a mail, 
after all!" "No," he said; "there was no 
mail; 1 got them at tho po.stoffico." "'How 
came they there —by steamer f" "No," 
li« said; "she luought no ni;iil; I saw it in 
tho paper 1" (l.auglitcr). Uually, that 
is a type of tho great mass. Ninety-nine 
out of every liinulred people here believe 
what they see in the pa[)or3, and in noth- 
ing else. And the chances are ninety-nino 
to one against there being any accuracy 
in their statements or anything uf 
the kind. Somotimas there may bo a 
stratum of truth ; but not in tho jiresent 
case, and the pain it ciuikcs they tlo not 
understand.* 'I'licy consider thai others 
lire like themselves— rbinoceios-liid*!d and 
accustomed to vitupemtion. Thoy gloat 
in it, and road in tho morning their lucu- 
brations in which they pelted their mud. 
But then they forget that there mhy> ba 
people who are more sensitive to this sort 
of thing, and who do not like be- 
ing pelted with iiiiid. A scavenger 
does not care what mud he throws; but 
when a scavenger, or some one better than 
that, is dressed up with the girl of hin 
heart he does not care to have mud thrown 
at him in decant apparel, and for that pain 
is entitled to damages. I observe in the 
jiapeifl ii. says that the plaintilf li is suf- 
foruil no ilaiimgB, /. ii. no j.rcuiiiary 
damage. I'rubably it W(uilil be impos- 
Bible lorn mnn in the position of tho do- 
fondant to inliict pcciiniaiy dainiige to the 
plaintiif, but for the pain and indignation 
caused to the libelleil person tho libeller 
is responsible fiu' damages. However, Mr. 
Boh), an apulogy has been made and 1 
merely quote from one who came from 
your own part of the country and who 
was also, 1 believe, a captain in the militia 
— Sir Lucius O'Trigger — who s.ays that an 
aQ'ront hnndsoniely acknowledgud becomes 
an obligation. 1 have groat pleasure, as far 
as 1 am personally concerned in seeing 
this Olid in ho satisfactory an arrangement. 
I observo that in his defence the defen- 
dant says ho did not invent this libel-- 
that he nieicly copied it from .another 
iiewspajier, hut this is no excuse what- 
ever. It is rather an aggravation. 
An editor might thus hunt all over 
the world, and if ho linds anything in tho 
Fiji UitzatU which will hurt the feelings 
of any person here, he j)ublishe3 it in his 
iiewspapo'. .\n li^Jiii; as it is only in the 
Fiji (ir, |iiMli,;l,ly it cl.i'S I'o liiiii,; but 
if In p.ililislu'.i It iicre and .semis it round 
to the iii:o;'ii Irii'iids then it bccoiiu-s an 
ann(jy.ioce, most deleterious sometinieH, 
and sometimes there is no truth in the 
whole ' ffair ami no justification. And 
the worst of it is that men are more apt 
to believe anylhint; which part-akea 
of .iramhil llian of good mport. 
A go,j(l report th(3y have no be- 
lief 111 .■md it is only in this latter case 
tlu-y '.iiow tliemnelves callable of "wisely'' 
doul.l ing.
